General  Chiang  Kat-Shek  recognized  full  well 
that  to  embark  upon  a  trial  of  armed  strength 
would  but  mean  the  devasUUao  c^TiB  cduhUy 
and  the  slaughter  of  millions  of  his  fellow-coun- 
trymen. Chiang  Kai-Shek  was  a  soldier  who  had 
repeatedly  proved  his  personal  courage  and  his 
generalship  on  the  fleld  of  battle.  It  was  a  harder 
la.sk  for  him  to  accept  insult  and  national  humlll-  j 
atlon  In  order  to  delay  war  and  give  time  for 
organization  of  his  country  than  to  rush  reck- 
lessly into  war.  Thi.s  rf  luct  ancc  to  plunge  hi.s  un- 
prepared country  into  the  horrors  of  modern 
warfare  led  to  his  seizure,  and  probably  his  death. 

The  kidnapping  of  General  CliiatiK  Kal  .Shek 
has  created  a  situation  of  extreme  seriousness  in 
the  Orient.  Foreign  Minister  Hachlro  Arlta,  of  Ja- 
pan,  di.scussed  the  maftt  r  with  the  Japam  se  Cab- 
inet. It  is  felt  In  Tokio  the  mutiny  led  by  Marshal 
Chang  Hsueh -Liang  may  have  been  Instigated  by 
Russia,  and  If  such  can  be  est ahltshed  ,1  ipan  can 
hardly  keep  from  taking  active  measures  In 
China  and  Rusudan  Mongolia.  The  Japanese 
Cabinet  has  been  umler  crltlcl.sm  at  home  for  the 
manner  in  which  the  treaty  with  Germany  was 
recently  negotiated  to  the  annoyance  of  Russia.
